This one announce- 
ment, at least, aolong m m j perplexing 
and coiitradietory statemttits, has been 
verified by facts. 


The approach or^eath ww made evi- 
dent to the family fblly twe Hours before 
its actual occurrence. It was between« 
and 9 o'clock yeHterday morning wben the 
first dangerous symptoms were ol^rved. 
The family hud taken theia breakf^t and 
(he trnlMd ftuni«| MM. Moe, had gone 
down for her breaKrast aljK», leaving the 
patient temporarily 
alone. 
James G. 
Blaine, Jr., had put on his hat and coat 
preparatory to starting off for his day's 
duties in the «flice of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company, where he is employed, 
when his mother suggested to him that it 
would be better to wait until the nurse 
came up. Ho promptly acquiesced. Mr. 
Blaine had pns^ed u restless night, and had 
been pronouuced ••Not so well" by his 
cautious phynicians. 
But beyond a per- 
ceptible inorea.se of the languor which has 
marked his condition during tho past few 
days there was no very alarming change to 
be noted. When the nurse returned #rom 
her breajcfi^t, however, her experienced 
eyea at once saw that the end was drawing 
near. 


Both physicians were immediatel/tele- 
phoned for, and arrived within a few 
minutes of each other. 
The powerful 
heart stimulant, nitro-glycerine, which 
had several times been brought the patient 
back from the dark valley of death, was 
powerless now. 


Dr. Hyatt at 9:80 came out and said to 
the group of waiting newspaper men that 
he feared the end was at hand. 


In the meantime all tho family had l)een 
summoned into tho death chamber—Mrs, 
Blaine, the devoted wife, Aliss Hatti^ 
Blaine, his unmarried dau^^hter, Mrs. 
Damrosch, his married daughter, James 
G. Blaine, Jr., his only surviving gon, and 
Miss Dodge (Gail Hamilton) his cousin. 


In silent, tearful sorrow they witnessed 
the closiuK Bcencs. The patient lay so 
quietly that even the doctors were hardly 
able to say when he died. No word of 
consciousness, or look of recognition had 
passed. At 10:45 be lay so still that the 
window shades were raii^ to give light to 
enable the physicians to determine if life 
still lingered. Fifteen minutes later they 
proclaimed him dead. 


The news was instantly flashed all over 
the world. 


Young Mr. Blaine was In the act of writ- 
ing a note to President Harrison to inform 
him of the event when the president him- 
self arrived, accompanied by his private 
secretary and •Secretary of Slbite Foster, 
All the restof thecabinetquickly followed, 
and the excitement throughout the city 
became general as the news spread. 


Both houses of congress adjourned, and 
the former associates of the ex-senator and 
cx-spcaker of both political parties united 
in eloquent tributes to bis memory, 


Mr. Bluino had a great repugnance to 
public exhibition^ of sorrow, and in ac- ' 
cordance with his often expressed oi)inion 
Mrs. Blaine is determined to have a pri- 
vate funeral. She requested, further, that 
DO official notice be taken of Mr, Blaine's 
death, which request was communicated 
to Secretary of State Foster in a note from 
Miss Hattiu Blaine, conveying the informa- 
tion of the sad event. 


The secretary in conversation with Mrs. 
Blaine pointed out that tlie custom of au^ 
nounciag tho death of ex-membors of the 
cabinet would require oiiicial promulga 
tion of the fact, but at Mrs. Blaine's ear- 
nest solicitation it was eventually arranged 
that no emblem of mourning additional to 
that dibplayed at the state department 
consetiuent upon the death of ex President 
Hayes hhould be placed on the state de- 
parvmejit buildingr^.

Tho casket was almost buried under the 
mass of floral tribute» which have been re- 
ceived, many of them from a distance. 
It

the funeral services were said by Rev. Dr» 
Teunis 8. Hamlin, D. D., of the Church of 
the Covenant, at 11 o'clock. 


The services at the church as well as 
those at the house were strictly private. 


The first eight rows of seats in the main 
body were set aside for the family, the 
relatives and the pall bearers. 
Behind 
them, in order, were seated the president, 
vice president, cabinet officers, Speaker 
Crisp and members of the supreme court, 
with their families. In the rear of these, 
senators and representatives, but no pro- 
vision could be made for their familiea. 
On the south side of the church were 
«eiited the members of the various delega- 
tions, and on the north side tho personal 
friends who had received invitations. 


The pall bearers were Senators W. P. 
Prye and Eugene Hale, of Maine, and John 
T. Morgan, of Alabama; Representatives 
Thomas B. Reed and C. A. Boutelle, of 
Maine; Roliert R. Hitt, of Illinois, and 
Henry H. Bingham, of Pennsylvania; Gen- 
eral Thomas Ewing, of Ohio; John Hay, of 
Washington; Joseph H. Manley, of Maine; 
Alma F. Jenks, of Brooklyn; P- V. P. Ely, 
of Boston. 


After tlie ceremonies at the Church of 
the Covenant, which were conducted by 
the Rev." Dr.'Hamlin, the remains were 
laid at rest in Oakhill cemetery, in George- 
town, by the side of his sop, Walker 
Blaine, and his daughter, Mrs. Coppinger.

His Honorable Record as Schoohnaitter, 
Journalist and Statesman. 


James Gillespie Blaine was bom on Jan. 
SI, 1830, at West Brownsville, Pa., in a 
house built by his great-grandfather before 
the war of the revolution, which still 
stands, though scarred by time. 
The 
Gillespies and the Blaines were people of 
wealth and honorable standing before the 
revolution. Colonel Blaine, who wascom- 
miasaty goseral of the northern depart- 
ment of Washington's army during tlie 
revoli&tion, whose services 
Washington 
I10I4 in high esteem, was James G. Blaine's 
greatgrandfather. 
When a small child 
''Jim Blaine*' studied in a little red school 
hoom near tti* place of hiA birth and lived 
th» life of an active country bft^who was 
pot Intended for a farmer. 


When 11 years old he went to live with 
bis uncle, Thomas Ewing, in Ohio, where 
his mother's father, Neal Gillespie, an ac- 
complished scholar, directed his studies. 
Later he attended Washington college, at 
Washington, Pa., graduating at the age of 
17. He won distinction as a student, and, 
indicating that those traits of character 
that have bMn so marked In him during 
his later life come from nature. It is re- 
corded that he was a leader of thought 
and action among bis fellow students. 


After leaving college he taught school 
at Blue Lick Springs, Ky. It was as a pro- 
fessor in the military school there that he 
made the acquaintance of the lady who 
afterwards became his wife. 
Later he 
went to Philadelphia, where he taught 
school, and studied law. After prosecuting 
his studies of law for two years he aban- 
doned that i>rofession, and in 1858 moved 
to Main, locating at Augusta, He bought 
the Kennebec Journal and began his 
carcer as a journalist, which finally led him 
into politic.'?, whore his great fame was 
won. After discontinuing his associations 
with the Kennebec Journal he becoine 
editor of the Portland Advertiser. 


In 1850 ho wiis a delegate to tho conven- 
tion at Philadelphia which 
nominated 
Fremont. Two yeai-s later he was elected 
to the state legislature, and was after- 
wards speaker of the lower house, Tho 
reputation ho gained there sent him to 
congress in 1862, when began his cou- 
gresaional career of twenty years. During 
the Forty-first, Forty-.second and Forty- 
third congresses was speaker of the house. 


In lb75 Mr. Blaine was appointed to the 
senate to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Senator Morrill, and the 
next winter he was elected to the suc- 
ceeding term. His career in the senate was 
both brilliant and distinguished, as it had 
been In the house. He was called from the 
senate to enter President Garfield's cabinet 
as secretary of state. 


The death of Mr. Garfield led to Mr. 
Blaine's retirement from the cablnct in 
December, 
From that date until he 


entered Mr. Harrison's cabinet as secre- 
tary of state he was in private life, except 
during his campaign for the presidency in 
18S4. Whether in public position or in pri- 
vate life he always remained a central 
figure in national affairs. During his re- 
tirement he wrote his **Twenty Years of 
Congress," a work of great historical value, 


Gonaral Poubleday Dead, 
Moriustown, N. J., Jan. 
General 
Abner Doubleday died at his home in 
Menham, about four miles from this place. 
He was second in command at Fort Sum- 
ter, South Carolina, at tlie time of its iir»t 
bombardment, April lS-14, XtttJl, on which 
occasion he aimed tho first gun of tho war 
on the tide of the Union. General Double- 
day, who was 74 years of age, had been 
suffering for some time with Brigbt's dis- 
ease. He leaves a widow, but no children,

SAV FRANCiPCO, Jan. 80.—The Hawaiian 
steamer Claudine arrived at this port at 3 
o'clock Saturday morning with the news 
of a revolution at Honolulu. The revolu- 
tionists have succoodod in overthrowing 
the Government of Hawaii, and the United 
States marines have beeu landed. A pro- 
visional government hius been established 
and a commission, headed by Mr. Thui's- 
ton, came in on the Claudine en route to 
Washington with a petition to the Amori- 
can government to annex the Hawaiian 
Islands to the United Staters. 


The first intimation of ti'ouble came on 
January 15, when the queen tried to get 
tho cabinet to sign a now constitution that 
disfranchised all foreigners, and put tho 
governnient in tho bands of the native 
])oliticians. 
Tho ministers refused, and 
when threatened by the queen iled for their 
lives. They returned lator and induced tho 
queen to postpone the coup. There was a 
public meeting in front of the palace. 


The queen announced the failure of her 
plans, and a native orator demanded the 
lives of the ministers. Early in the even- 
ing citizens met and formed a committee 
of public safety. On Jan. 16 a mass meet- 
ing was held in tho armory. 


At about 5 o'clock p. m. the United 
States steamship Boston landed 300 men, 
fully armed. Tliey marched to the office 
of the consul general of the United States. 


All day on Tuesday, the 18th, the com- 
munity was in a state of of expectancy, 
looking to tho committee of public safety 
to do something to end the tension. The 
committee in the meantime was not . idle, 
being incessantly occuT'ied completing its 
organization and completing the final ar- 
rangements neccssary to the proclamation 
of the provisional government and its pro- 
jection by armed forccs. 


The provisional government and the 
cabinet went to tho palace and submitted 
their plan to the queen. She refused at 
first to yield, but finally retired to her 
country residence, her troops surrendered, 
and the government was in the hands of 
the foreigners. 
Washington, Jan. 31.—There are some 
important developments in the Hawaiian 
situation. First, it is pretty clearly under- 
stood that the administration is not in any 
way lukewarm in tho m.itter, as was at 
first supposed. Secondly, the action of the 
commander of the Boston, against which 
Great Britain is about to file a formal pro- 
t;est, has received the ofTicial approval of 
the president and bis cabinet. The iSijnti- 
meiit in favor of annexing Is rapidly ex- 
tending. Several members of the cabinet 
have expressed themselves as being in 
favor of accepting the proposition, but as 
tho action necessary in ucconipiisii annex- 
ation must come as well from the legisla- 
tive as the executive branch of the govex*n- 
ment, thepe declarations do not in them- 
selves amount to more than expressions of 
opinion of private citizens. 


In the senate there is a distinctively 
American feeling on the llaM'aiian ques- 
tion whicli is not confined to any party. 
There can be no doubt that the jnajoi-ityof 
the members of tiie foreign relations com- 
mittee look with favor upon the esiablish- 
nient of American dominatiun 
on the 
islands, but in just what shape is a matter 
of demil that has not yet been considered. 


The general sentiment among the mem 
bers of the house seems to i)e that tho 
United States should annex the Hawaiian 
islands now that it has been invited to do 
so, but there are exceptions to this view. 


The Britith government has instructed 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, its minister hero, to 
protest against the action of the United 
States ofiicials and forces in Hawaii. 


San FitANczscio, Jan. 31.--Hawaiian 
Comimssioner Thurston before depaning 
for Washington said: "Franco had not in- 
terfered with the United Staves consul 
general before we left, having formally 
recognized the provisional government. 
Tho wording of the acknowledgements of 
^ m e of the leading powers is as follows; 


"The German consul says: *I shall do all 
in my power to further and support the 
provisional government.' 
The Austrian 
consul's reply is couched in precisely tho 
samo language, 


"The Italian consul says; 'Your request 
of recognition as de facto government of 
Hawaiian islands received. 1 have tho 
honor to say that I comply with the above 
request.' 


*'The consul for Russia says: 
take 
pleasure to recognize the provisional gov- 
ernment of Hawaii.' 


**Tho consul general of tho Netherlands 
says: 'I take pleasure in assuring tho 
gentlemen of the executive council that I 
Cordially extend to them my full assent to 
their claim for recognition,'

BUAINAGE. 


^ It 19 never out of place nor a waste of 
time ot money to drain wet land. 
With- 
out proper drainage there can be no surely 
auccesstul agriculture; and iu very many 
cases too much dependence 
is 
placed 
npon natural drainage. 
It is doubtful if 
there is any soil that cannot be some- 
what benetited by under drainiuy. 
If 
dry, the drains let in the air, from which 
the cooler earth abstracts the moisture 
to the beueUt of the crop; if wet, 
they 
lurnish an outlet for tha surplus mois- 
ture and this beneiits the crop. 
For it 
is an undeniable fact that either too ¡it- 
tie or too much moistvu'c is injurious, 
if 
too little, there is no circulation of water 
in the soil and the plant not only sutfers 
from thirst, but 
starves for wane of 
liquid containing available food; if too 
much, the plant takes up too much water 
and it is too weak in nutriment to 
fur- 
nish sufficient food, so the plant literally 
both drowns andstarve^. 
Hitherto very 
little attention has been paid to the cir- 
culation of water iu the soil, 
but it is 
tound that this is one of tho most im- 
portant considerations in the growing of 
a crop and is beginning to receive earnest 
atten*-ion from leading scientists.—3IiiTur 
and Farmer.

AVah a whole summ-^r's run in 
the pasture and fed on swill withijiitle 
corn, the pigs by tbe time they were six 
or seven months old CDuld be f e i freely 
with corn without injury. 


By feeding more wheat bran and milk 
feed to all young animals, a considera- 
ble proportion 
of 
corn may be given 
with great advantage. 
Both arc much 
better for all animals than either alone. 
It is often thought that full-grown fat- 
tening hogs do best with nothing except 
corn. 
If laying on fat to be converted 
into grease or lard be the object this 
may be true. 
But a much better qual- 
ity of pork for the present demand is 
made by giving even to fattening hogs 
i small proportion of bran or middlings 
find also a few root?. 
These will 
be 
gaten as a change of feed. 
Appetite 
ivill thui be kept up, and perhaps as 
iuiich corn eaten or eveii more than if it 
were an exclusive diet. 


The cUcct of a largo feeding of corn 
to milch cows in causing a tendency 
to 
fatten rather than 
to give milk is well 
anderstood. 
But 
it is none the less 
:rue that some corn meal may be fed 
¿very day to cows that have a large pro- 
portion of succulent food M'ith good re- 
juUs both 
in amount and quality of 
tnilk. Much towed or drilled corn when 
put in too thickly to ear is not rich 
¿nough without remforctnient with corn 
to furnish carbon and fat, and also nioro 
of the strength-giving elements than are 
found in cornstalks alone. 
As often 
made from stalks of sowed or drilled 
corn tne ensilage is too watery and un- 
Qutritious. 
More corn either in the silo 
or added to the silage when fed is tho 
cheapest and easiest way to correct this 
deliciency. This is especially important in 
:old in weather, when succulent food of 
any kind is apt to become a cold mas6, 
shilling the stomach and needing the 
addition of 
extra carbon to 
maintain 
animal heat.—Boston Cultivator,

If fowls are practicUly con- 
fined in yards all the time, they must be 
supplied with plenty of fresh green food, 
such a^ weeds, grass, vegetable tops, 
etc. If possible, let them out for an hour 
or two cac'i day for a run in an adjoin- 
ing grass plat during the summer. Fowls, 
having a free range over a pa-^ture, or 
other land, will do fully as well if kept 
conlined in the yard until nearly noon 
CMC 1 day, letting them out for trie rest: 
of the time. 


Fowls will eat all table refuse, graio%» 
meal mush scalded and mixed with other 
foods, various kinds of grcnn stuff, ia 
fact, almost everything that can bo eatea 
by any living 
creature. 
Jf they 
arc 
cmfined in the yard nearly alt day and 
every day, they should have ia summer 
a morning ration made of two parts of 
bran meul to one of wheat, wheat screea- 
inga, cracked corn, oats, oatmeal, c^rn 
meal, etc., varying the mixture as much 
as podsibie irom day to day. 
A littlo 
salt, red pepper and powdered charcoal 
in tais feed will bo greatly beneficial. 
About four quarts of this mixed feed 
will do for twelve to fifteen fowls. Dur- 
ing the middle of the day give the tabid 
refuse in several inttollments, if possi- 
ble. 
Before sundown give a light feed 
of corn, oats, wheat, barley, or what- 
ever grain may be convenient. 
In tbe 
winter, feed moro of 
it, serving the 
breakfast hot. 


In summer give fresh water at least 
twice ft day, if the fowls have not ac .iess 
to a running stream. 
In winter they 
should have ivesh 
water at least three 
times a day, as it 
soon 
freezes. 
Uso 
shallow pans, with but a small portion 
of the pan insido their yard fence, tho 
rest being outside, and all covered from 
the sun. 
All vessels used for food oi 
water must üe kept substantially clcau,

HARKisniruG, Jan 37.—In the senate yes- 
terday memorials were presented urging 
the passage of a bill to close saloons on 
Memorial Day. Bills were passed: To pro- 
vide for the erection and maintcnanco of 
morgues by the various counties; to com- 
pensate sheriffs and other officers for re- 
ports to the state board of charities; to 
validate partitions of real estate in cases 
of testacy made in orphans' court.

TAKING CABE OF ONE'S DEK5SKS. 


The most satisfactory way of econo- 
mizinir in tbc -wardrobe is by taking care 
of cue's clothes. 
A ^iood garment, well 
aiade und fittinsj nicely, looks veipecta- 
öle, and is to a certain degree '*2u style" 
IS l»>Dg as a rag of it remains. 


For example, a well cared for dress 
skirt may bo relnmg ai^ain and again, 
ind when it has passed all usefulness a«! 
in outside crarmenb it makes a good pet- 
ticoat, as every woman fci^ws. A. good 
waist that is not permittee! to wear out 
in spots livei to have new and fashion- 
able sleeves put into it year after year, 
raid finally it ends itä days asa lining for 
somethiníí else. 


A few of the precautions which may 
be taken to keep the wardrobe in order 
are as follows* 


Mantles und draped dressos are better 
bung up in wardrobes or small closets, 
where they will be kept free from dust, 
than they would be if folded in a drawer 
where they would become creased. 


Very dusty clothes should be well 
shaken 
before 
beins^ brushed, and 
muca of the du?t should b3 rubbed off 
with a dry cloth. 
For the brushing 
process the dress should be spread upon a 
board and should be brushed the way of 
the ''nap'* ofthe cloth. 
The brushm^f 
should be done qiiickly and lightly or 
the brush does more harm thau good. 
Cloth and 
woolen dresses should be 
taken out of wardrobes frequently, while 
t^ac v/ardrobes are being cleared from 
dugt, and exposed to the fresh air. 
If 
woolens arc never put away damp nor 
warm from perspiration there is little 
chance that moths will ever get into 
them. A little lavender upon the shelves 
and tioor of the wardrobe, or bits of 
aumphor .¡jum or cedar wood or laurel 
are said to be excellent in keeping away 
the moths. 


A lump of fresh charcoal placed in a 
jlothes-press will ottea prevent the un- 
pleasant smell which clothes have when 
chev have been long put away., 


Clothes-brushes should be kept clem 
.')y washing them occasionally in cold 
water. 


Rtbbon bows may bo kept stiff and 
'resli by stuffing them with tissue-paper 
aefore they are put away. 


Plushes and velvets and the heavier 
sinds of brocaded silk should be pro- 
tected from the pressure of the buttons 
ay having tissue-paper put under each 
outton before the garment is laid away 
iOr even u week's time. 


When so unsightly a thing as agrea?e- 
jpoc occurs upon the gown lay a piece ol 
brown paper upon the affected spot and 
rub it with a very hot iron, whicn, how- 
ever should not be hot enough to burn 
the paper. 
If the grease is very thick 
:he paper may have to be chani^ed two 
>r three time?. 
But the treatment 
would b-j'efficacious iu the end. 


Upon the soiled edges of coat collars 
%na cuffs rub a few drops of a mixture 
made by compounding a wnneglassful ol 
ipirlts of turpentine witii a teas.poonful 
:»f essential oil of lernen. It will frciheo 
jp the ediles wonderfully. 


Saould enere hipuea one of tho- li- 
aientable ink accidents which so often 
befall a m'imber of the hou^eaold, take 
ink stained goods quickly, b jfore there 
has bean chaucs to dry, and ruo WitJ 
:resh milk. 


How often it happens that some one 
orushes against a painted door or tenci 
lud coaiei away with clothing wcllniga 
mined by tracas of the paint. 
If taken 
.u time, tho piint cm be removed with 
ipiritsof wine or spirics of turpentine. 


There is reilly no' cxiase for haviu'^ 
ip>ts or stains upon a dress, for these 
:aii ba quiccly and easily removed. B it 
.vhenthis is done a dress must be prop- 
nly C'lreJ for or it will grow iimp, 
tVrinkled and sliabby. 


Oireiul pressing, thoughtful folding, 
patient brushing and a stnet ntteatioa 
:o the "stitch ut time" will repay the 
.vornan who must bo careful of her es- 
Denditures. 
But work of this kind re- 
quire? judi^meat, practice and experience

Don't dust your furniture with a 
feHihcr dust<^r; it's like oleanlnR an 
egii-cup by stlrrinff tho efrp around. 
Use a cloth. 
IC it is Blighily oiled so 
much the better for the woodwork. 


Don't be vague in your lurnishiigs 
and pot this and that and the other 
ihlnp because eaoh by itsolf is protty, 
but lake tho objool of a room first into 
consUioration and live up to it, then 
lako one color as a guide and select all 
othors in harmony with it. 


Don't put furnishiniis with biir deslens 
in a small room—it will make the room 
look tho smaher.
